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Since this was my first month in this work which is entirely new to me, 
most ef my time was spent getting te know what my duties are, the people with whom 
I am te be dealing, and getting generally adjusted te the situation. This was 
Quite a task since it involved becoming familiar with a new climate, culture, and 
language. I am wery greatful te the assistance given to me by Fred Hauman, 
Student Assistant for the year 1959-60. He was kind enough to stay in Barrow for 
the first few days to help me get orientated to the new work, 


My greatest enjoyment in my work was teaching a group ef Sunday School 
teachers. This meeting was held each Saturday evening. It was my duty to aid them 
in getting ideas for teaching the Junior classes the next day. This is a very 
receptive group. They entered into discussien and questioned what I said to them, 


Most of them contributed valuable material to be used in the teaching of the 
lesson. 


The work that 1 found most challenging was working with the Westminster 
fellowship. This is the group from age fifteen te twenty. Most ef this group in 
Barrow are away at seheel. However, the group with which I deak is the greup 
which was not chosen by the teachers in the scheol here in Barrow to go beyond 
the seventh grade. They are also too young to work. As a result they are restless 
and irresponsible. Although tiey experiment in new things such as sex, they 
do not respend when I introduce new things (i.e. games, songs, devotions). They 
have shown very little interest in taking part in the church's program. They 
demand all the patience and interest that I can give them. I feel that the 
success of this year will depend largely on the success I have in dealing with 


this groupe I have begun a choir for this group, but I have had little success 
in "selling" the idea to them. 


I have been introduced quite rapidly to the maintenance work which 
demands much of my time. This activity is a welcome break from the scholastic 
life which I have been leading previously. 

My work seems to be scheduled around the broadcasting schedule of our 
oscillator, Each day we broadcast religious music and tapes of religious programs 
over_our oscigblator,. After giving a week of devotions and receiving no response, I 
am a bit skeptical as to the good that this is doing. I feel because of the 
competition of about twenty other oscillators in the Village that there must be some 


improvement in transmission and programs.

Events this month moved along more smoothly as I became more aquainted with the 
work. Getting to know more of the people, especially the children, benefited me a great 
deal especially in my own adjustments. 


I preached twice this month, the first time as scheduled, and the last time 
as an émergency since John Chambers was weathered in at one of the outposts. I was quite Ee 
happy to have these chances to preach to these people. They are attentive and patient, 
I only hope that the people benefited as much from the experience as.I,did. 


One of my big tasks this month was to introduce new methods of teaching and a 
new Sunday School carriculum to the teachers of the junior department. We are now using 
the uniform lesson series. Although there is a lot of room for improvement, the change 
has been successful. The teachers are always ready to offer suggestions and challenge 
new ideas. Attempting to teach the Psalms has been a challenge to all of us. 


This month I also began a choir for the 11-1) year olds. This has been well 
attended, These chbldren love to sing and welcome this chance for service in the Church. 
They participated in one of the services of our spiritual emphasis week. They sang well 
and oehaved throughout the service, which I feel is a bit unusual. 


As was the case last month, the Westminster Fellowship was a bit discouraging. 
However, this was only true of the first part of the mongh. The few who had been faithful 
worked hard to put on a halloween party. This party met with great success. It was a pot 
luck supper which consisted of all déserts, The rest of the evening was taken up with the 
election of officers and the playing of games. The group has continued to respond to 
the fellowship that they enjoyed at this party. 


Four days out of the month were taken up with ice dutting. Mr. Simmonds, myself, 
and two Eskimos worked these days for oub winter's supply of ice Whrch we use for our 
water supply. Each after noon was taken up with some kind of maintenance work- from fixing 
broken windows to replaceing bkd stove pipes. 


Upon examining the tasks of this-monthI find that I am deficient in pastoral visits 
and personel study. I believe that both’of these are necessary for any church worker, even 
here in the Arctic. However, it seems difficult to do these because of the nature of my 
work which centers around taking part mn the meetings and doing the maintenance work. Ice 
cutting and Spiritual Emphasis week were things which put ine behind in ‘this part of my ministry. 
It shall continue to be a challenge to find time for this.

My most rewarding experience this month came with my work with the 
Westminster Fellowship. This for the first two months was quite discouraging. 
I have many people to be thankful for in helping me with this age group. Lloyd 
Ipalook, who is the adult advisor for this group, gave me many helpful suggestions 
On how to deal with and understand this groupe He also went with me to visit 
certain key persons in the group. The group is better organized with officers 
who are trying to do their part. They are finding greater joy in their fellowship 
with one another through new games, projects here in the church, singing together, 
and by visiting the hospital each week to sing to the patients there. I only 
hope that they are finding joyful as we strive together to live Christian lives. 
My difficulty with this group to this point is in having a devotional program 
along with their play which is attractive and meaningful to them, They have 
a tendency to leave the meeting as we start with our devotional part of the 
program. As I see it there are problems as to language barriors as well as 
difficulty in understanding their personal problems. This group continues to 
be the greatest challange to me in my work here, 


Teaching the Sunday School teachers of the Junior department has taken 
on a new outlook this month as I have tried to get the teachers to prepare 
methods of teaching their lessons instead of having me spoon-feed the lesson 
to them. This consists of having them draw up lesson outline, aims, and 
illustrations before the meeting and comparing their own plans with those of 
others. I feel that this has been quite meaningful to them as well as myself, 


because I have learned more about their approach, and what needs emphasis from 
the lesson, 


Tnese enthmusiastic Eskimo children are a great source of joy to me. 
It seems that they just need someone to point them in the right direction and 
they are gone. This has been my expergénce with the children in my Polar 
Cross pote Choir (ages 12-14%) and the other groups that I aided in this month 
while John Chambers and Samuel Simmonds were at Presbytery meeting. I started 
the.P olar Sross Bearer choir last month, Already they have been of great help 
im leading the singing of some of the services, They were especially appreciated 
when they sang for the 10:00 A. M, Inupiat service one Sunday during the month, 


I have been richly blessed in many ways this month. With the arrival 
of John Chambers' parents, a new daughter to his family, more opportunities to 
meet and work with the young people of this community, I too had much to be thank- 


ful for while eating "mucduc", raw-frozen fish, ete., at the Thanksgiving Feast,

December has been busy. From hauling ice, to planning for the Christmas 
programs, from working outside in the few hours of twilight each day to caroling 
under the bright moon at night, and from getting Christmas presents ready for 
the Sunday School to participating in the annual Christmas-New Year games, these 
have been the busiest days since 1 came to Barrow. 


December has had its dismappointments too. Growth of the Westminster 
Fellowship has not been as rapid as desired. This group seems to have so much 
potential, but it is difficult to channel their desires to ways which are both 
profitable to the church and to them. They are willing to do many things, but 
are not willing to prepare for these things. Some of the officers have failed 
to function and have dropped out. They continue to show little spiritual 
interest at meetings emen though these have been lead by members of thergroup. 
Although there are over fifty who have attended at one time or another, their 
attendance is sporadic. Tha National Guard has also scheduled meetings on the 
night that this group meets which has interfered with the program. The one 
high light has been Christmas-New Year games. The Westminster Fellowship was 
able to obtain a franchise from the town council to sell refreshments during 
these games. The total income from this was over $300.00 with a profit of 
about $175.00. There was more cooperation of the group at this time than any 
other since I have been here, Planning has now begun for the Service of Youth 
Sunday and programs for the week that follows. I pray that this will be a time 
of spiritual blessing for them after the material blessings of the past weeks. 


The poor response from the Sunday School teachers this month has been 
disturbing to me. Attendance has been poor, so that those who have been faithful 
have had the task of teaching classes with over thirty students some Sundays. 

The whole church sees a problem here, but as yet my efforts to get more teachers 
has met with little success, 


The last week of December I devoted my time as a member of the Christmas- 
New Year Games Committee appointed by the Town Youncil to serving in this way. 
There were all sorts of games from dog-team races to men's baby bottle drinking 
contests. I was glad to have this chance to witness and represent the Church 
in this community function. Although most of the members of the committee were 
church members, this was a time to challenge them to act as @hmistians in this 
non=-church function. |

Our congregational meeting was held Sunday Evening, January 10th, Along with regular — 
elections of officers and receiving other reports the enclosed financial report was received, 
This report covers the fiscal year for our church Jan. 1 to Dec, 31,1959. Also enclosed is 
& copy of the Church Budget for 1960 which was adopted. The total for the general budget is 
$2,000 less than the budget we adopted for 1959 a year ago because pledges toward the new 
budget this year were that much behind last year, However, additional pledges toward the 
meanse building fund give us an expected $3,500 income which would bring our grand total to 
516,500, This represents an overall increase in giving of $1,500. In the face of declining 
employment I feel this represents an admirable step forward in‘the giving of ‘the people. 


The main topic of discussion at the yn ie doped meeting was the conetruction of a 
new manse here, Since this building is to be the residence of the white missionary some 


had felt that it would be g@ more difficult to constructit with voluntesr labouk than other 
buildings. However, when the congregation was challenged with the need of Sundey School 
space which this would indirectly provide, and also challenged with the fact that funds will 
not be redily available for employing construction workers many volunteered théir time, 
Since it will not be a project taking years but we hope only about six months they were more 
Willing to help too, 

Enclosed is a copy of a letter I sent to the parents of the church who have children in 
the eight grade at Wrangell Inst. encouraging them to consider Sheldon Jackson if the 
family can afford it. I trust that a number of them will see their way open to take advantage 
of our Church school. 

In December and again in January I had Samvel give one of the Sunday evening messages 
entirely by himself, He used a "challt drawing"to illustrate the Biblical truth of the 
Believer's Two Natures. This message as in December was directed toward a clearer understanding 
of Salvation, Faith, Works, and Sin In the Christian Life. Several Significant decisions 
were made that night. One woman came forward who for the past 12 or 14 yrs. had been a heavy 
drinker and had been the means of leading many young men into immorality. At this time, 
almost a month later her life continues to show a complete change. She now sings in the 
choir and has expressed a desire tobegin teaching Sunday School Poone The Victory Club 
which meets every Friday night to help those with a drinking problem has been of great help 
to her, Through these meetings she has memorized several key verses of ScKripture which 
have proven to be a good foundation for her new life. 

We rejoice in this and other signs of the continual working of the Spirit among the 
people here. 

Samuel and I in discussing the long-range challenge for service that should be brought to 
the people have felt that more should be said about missions. They can give little money and

In our discussions about Missions Education we have decided to secure a large world map 
(6" x 9) Rndtput it on the wall of the Sanctuery, Bach week a large pih will be placed on ‘the 
map where the missionaries listed in the year Book Of Prayer for missions serve, Also, we will 
use colored yarn to markf out the geographical area for which we are praying. 

Recently (since October) there have been a great increase in the number of cases of the 
venerial disease of ghonnareaha, This is indicative of the extent of immorality among the 
people. The village council held a town meeting to discuss the medical side of the peoblem. 
The following Sunday morning, Feb. 7th. I gave the entire sermon to the spiritual side of the 
problem. In discussions with the local govt. Doctor we have decided.that more sex education 
is needed both in the physical details and in the place it is to have in God's plan in marriage. 
We have tentatively scheduled a meeting for girls and women only 12 yrs. old on up for March 
29th. A similar meeting will be held for thef men later. We hope that this positive approach #f 
will bring an added incentive to purity among the people. Dr. Walter by the way is a Methodist 
Lay preacher and is in complete sympathy with the mission work here, We hope the govt. will 
keep him bere-another year, ; 

At our Session meeting Februsary 23 Samuel Simmonds was taken under care as a candidate 
for the Christian Ministry. We trust that Presbytery will take him under care at the April 
meeting. The present plans call for a petition to Synod to set aside some of the educational 
requirements so that Samuel can be ordained probably in the spring of 1961. He would then 
serve as Asst. Minister of the congregetion at Barrow and also do some work in the chapels of 
Anaktuvuk Pass and Barter Island, 

The Inupiat Hymnbooks arrived in February and have been an excellent addition to our 
worship services me . . . : 

3 Since October the leaders of the Women's Ass, and circles have had our regular materials 
and used them a little. When the new officers tbék over in late January there was a greater 
desire to use them extensively in the meetings. 

At our Sessinn Meeting the second week of the month we organised four committees: The 
Christian Ed. Committee which will examine the International Lesson material put out by our 
own church and that put out by the Southern Presby. Church to decide if one of these can 
be better used than David C. Cook which is now used here; The Music Committee which will . 
examine several Hymnbooks including the new one published by our own church with the idea of 
changing English hymn books soon; The Social Education Committee; and the Worship Committee. 
One Elder is chairman of each committee and each elder serves on a committee along with some 


other laymen. In the past the chairman was chosen by the session and then he picked out his: 
own committee. 


Work has again started on the Missions Mural in hopes of finishing it before Easter and the 
visit of Dr. Miller. Fred Hauman, Theological Intern has returned to the filed and is 
If you have confidential problems, write us separately and mark “personal.” fitting into the program much better than 
last summer.

I visited Barter Island the first week of the month with the Arctic Messenger III. 
While there they had their worst storm in about four years, Winds were up to 88 mp.h. 
The plane was well tied down and suffered no ill effects of the storm except that it 
had a lot of snow in the wings. 

We held the first congregational meeting ever called at the Barter Island. Up 
until this year all elections of officers took place at Barrow with only a nomination 
coming from Barter. Since we now have three ordained elders at Barter it was felt that 
an election and ordination could take place there; Harold Kaveloak was eleéted the 
new elder. He is the school teacher and has been leadhng the Wednesday Bible study for 
over a year. He will make a fine leader for the church, He replaced Herman Rexford 
who retired from active eldership on the 6 yr. rotation system rule. 

The split between Presbyterians and Assembly of God at Barter seems permanent 
and the lines are clearly drawn. About fifteen of our 67 members there have gone to 
the other church. The others have reafféermed their loyalty to the preabyterian group. 

Plans are moving forward for a 24! by 49! chapel building. They have about $1500 
in the building fund. We will use this for insulation, roofing materials, studds, rafters, 
and finishing materials. Some of these will be ordered on the North Star this year. 
Most of the pilings, timbers and rough lumber will be made available through the DEW 
Line site on the island. We hope to start building in September. 

Plans are moving forward to start school at Anaktuvuk Pass. This will be a state 
operated school and they will be using our chapel for a while. It has been eight since 
any of the children have had much school there. I visited the Pass March 28 — 30 to 
prepare the way for the school teacher who will come June lst. She is a fine christian 
lady with a Breat interest in these people. 

The government Doctor and the Public Health Nurse of Barrow have been talkging 
with me about a sex education program for this village. We are all concerned about the 
moral standards here and feel this could help raise them. We have scheduled three 
meetings with the girls and ladies 12 yrs. old and up. They will be during May; The 
first one will cover the physical side of sex. The second will deal with the Cristian 
standards for use of sex, The third will deal with practical suggestions to girls in 
dealing with advances by fellows and suggestions for mothers to teach their daughters, 

The middle room has been completed: painted its final coat, linoleum put down, 
permanént closet for robes built in. I have moved my office and study to this room. | 
Samuel has moved his to the next room. We are trying this for a while to see how much 
more oil is used to heat these rooms for our use every day. At least we can use it 
during the summer months,

The Easter season always brings the trappers home. This is always a climax to the 
church program which begins to pick up enthusiasm each October. From now until October 
many will be out whaling, hunting, or working along the DEW Line. The week before Easter 
we had our regular prayer meeting and two special services - Thursday and Friday. Fred 
Hauman brought the message at the Thursday Service in preparation for Communion. On Good 
Friday 43 new members were received including 30 from the youth communicants! class. 

Foddiowing Easter we went to the Spring Presbytery meeting at Fairbanks. I picked up 
Roy in Wainwright on Monday and on the way back we held a’service at Meade River. Samuel 
Roy, and myself went to Fairbanks on Tuesday, This was a day early. We went then because 
there were a number of small repair jobs to be done on the Arctic Messenger ILI. 

The mechanics discovered that salt water corosion has begun under many rivets and 
seems. They feel that we must keep the plane away from salt water-if we intend to keep it 
in service more than a year or two. We are in the process of seeking another plane and 
trying to decide what to do with this one. Nothing definite has come up yet. We will 
probably use this plane one more season on floats and try to make a change next winter. 

Presbytery meeting brought us in contact with our brethern in the work and provided 
wome much needed fellowship. My wife,Barbara, and daughters went in on Wien to be at 
Fairbanks for Presbyteriah.cAt Presbytery Samuel Simmonds, our Lay Worker from Barrow, 
was taken under care as a candidate for the Christian ministry. Presbytery is asking 
that his educational requirements be set aside by Synod so that we can proceed with 
his ordination. , . 

The Moderator of our Church, Dr. Arthur Miller, was at the Presbytery meeting and 
visited Barrow the weekend after Easter, His church in Denver had given $10,000 toward 
our new sancturey some years ago and we were anxious to have him come. The first whale 
to be caught since 1956 wasf caught the Sunday momning they were here. In spite of this 
attendance was very good. Our people especially appreciated the reception after the 
evening service which gave them an opportunity to meet and talk with Dr. Miller and Dr. 
Jackman. 

The last week of April I took Samuel, his wife Hester, and another Eskimo lady to 
hold Vac&tion Bible School at Anaktuvuk Pass. During the afternoons they had about 15 
children attend. In the evening Samuel led a class for everyone and there were about 
60 in attendance. These people have expressed a great desire to have more Bible Teaching 
and were very grateful for this week of teaching which was Ziven. One «reason why we 
would like to have Samuel ordained is that he would then take more responsibility for the 
work at Barrow and release me for more concentrated work at the out-statiogs.

Three meetings for women and girls were held this month. There sere from 125 to 160 ~ 
present. The Medical Doctor from the hospital gave the physical side of sex education and 
I gave the spiritual side. The information was well received and we trust will help raise 
the moral of Barrow. We hope to have a similar series in the fall when most of them will 
be in the village. 

About sixty - five young people came back to the village this month form various 
Schools: Wrangell Institute for the eight graders, Mt. Edgecomb and Sheldon Jackson for the 
high school students. It was from this group that most. of our summer campers came, 

The First Arctic Youth Camp was held at Meade River Village 70 miles from Barrow Mey 
30 to June 6th. Twenty seven young people from Barrow and eleven from Wainwright attended. 
There were also four cooks and six councilors who attended. We used the mission cat to take 
those from Barrow to within eight miles of camp. The rivers were already melting so I had 
yo fly them those last few miles, Four round trips were made to Wainwright to bring the kids 
end Rev. Ahmaogak. It took until Tuesday evening, May 31 to get everyone to the site, 

The Rev. John Bartholomew was sent by the Yukon Presbytery to help lead the camp. He 
came to Barrow on Saturday, May 28. He fit very well into the camp situation and did an 
excellent job with the young people. He led one of the study groups (16 yr. olds on up?) and 
Fred Haumen, our Theological Intern, led the other (14 -15 yr. olds.). The Old Youth Camp 
material - Seires III - was used. The Bible Study was from the Gospel of John and the 
interest group study centered around the mission of the church. The afternoons were free for 
hunting, hiking, etc. We had three films for the evenings. Each evening a Vesper Service 
was held with a different councilor bringing the message. These messages centered around the 
theme: God's Plan For My Life. Everyone enjoyed himself at camp and this experience gave us 
much on which to build for future camps. The young people are anxious to have another next 
year. 

There was one accident: Samuel Simmonds was hit in the flesh of his lieft thie with a 
22 caliber bullet by one of the boys living at the village (not by a camper). He was flown 
to Barrow for treatment and was kept in the hospital for several day. He is doing very well 
and should be back to normal in another week. 

After three seasons without catching a whale ice conditions were good this year. The 
season is practically over now and ee eek have been caught. We had a special 
prayer service Before the season began. ce the Lord has richly blessed the season and 
has kept all of the crews from serious accidents we are planning a special Thanksgiving _ 
Service for June l2th. This has not been done in the past. i,

The First Arctic Youth Camp brought gratifying results, Four of the young people 
expressed a desire seek the willd Christ for their lives, These were among the older 
youth who attended. We trust that the younger ones will attend future camps and through this 
and he ministry of the church also see that their lives need to be yételded to Christ, They are 
all quite anxious to have another camp next year. We hope this can tw worked out. 

The Fellowship Team of three ladies visiting Women's Associations in Yukon Presbytery 
visited Barrow, Our ladies were much encouraged by their visit. They also gained a better 
picture of the total program of the women's work, Mrs McElroy and Miss Malloney had to leave 
after only one day here. We would like to have had them longer, Mrs. Salisbury Stayed over 
until Monday and spent some time with the ladies, She also brought the evening message that 
Sunday (June 20th.). 

Samuel and I went to Synod to represent our church and the Yukon Presbytery. We were 
very happy to be in on the work of Synod and to enjoy the rich Christian Fellowship with the 
people ¢ the Synod of Washington, “he main item of business in which we were interested was 
the letter to Synod asking to set aside Samuel's educational requirement g,s0 we could ge siu688d 
wit«u his ordination. They approved this with commendation and enthusiasm, The Yukon will 
preceed with the final details of his ordination at its November meeting. ; 

acation Bible School is scheduled for July 5 ~ 15, The teachers had their training 
he week before: June 27 = July lst. The materials used are those published by the 
cripture press. We considered ve:y extensively the materials of our own denomination but the 
aterial is too difficult for the Eskimo teachers to use and it requires too much collecting 
ef materials for hand work, The Scriputre press material was ahosen because it provides 
almost eve ything needed for hand work, because it is easier for the teachers’ to use both in 
fromat and detailed content, because it makes use of flannelgraph which holds the pupil's 
attention while a story is being tranglateé, and because we get 40% off the retail price 
through our Fellowship Book Store, We will have about 350 pupils in the Bible School ages. 

5 to 14 Yearse : 

——The Session chose a new hymnbook for our congregation in June, We have used the Service 
1 since 1937, One of the members asked several months ago if wecould find a hymnbook with 
new hymns in it. The Worship and Service Hymnal was chosen, We considered the Presbyterian — 
Hymndook but several on the committee flet that the poetry was generally toodifficult and 

the music too heavy. With the Assembly of God Church using the lighter Gospel music which ‘the 
eople like to sin g we felt a book like the one selected would be better. : 

Major construction on the manse will be held over until 1961, Some materials could not 
be delivered to the docks in Seattle on time for this year so others were not ordered either, 
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Our Vacation Bible School was held July 5th. to 15th. this summer at Barrow. We only 
had a staff of about 35 teachers and helpers to handle the 375 children that enrolled. They 
ranged in age from 5 to 14 years. A number of the high school age girls helped this year 
end discovered real joy in serving the Lord through teaching. We feel that the Youth Camp 
in early June was the primary influence that encouraged these to help in Bible School. 

This year the Sr. Department was too large to meet in the manse front room, Borrowed a — 
second hospital tent 20' x 40' to house them. There were 45 enrodled in that dept. There were 
about 88 enrolled in the Primary department that met in the other 20! x 4ot tent. Fred Hauman 
led the Sr. Department. ‘David Crockett led the Primary deparyment.-Eskimo ladies led 

the Nursery and Beginner departments. Semuel Simmonds led the Junior Department. 

We are continually amaized at. what these boys-and girls actually learn under such 
crowded conditions and such large classes. They cooperate well and pay good attention. 
At the closing program they said their verses, sang songs, and told some of the stories 
they learned. 

The need of borrowing two tents points again to the great need for buildings needed 
on the property to carry on a full program for the people of Barrow, 

Dr. Alexander Sharp who was traveling with the Board Study Team in Alaska visited 
Barrow July 647th. He observed the Bible School in Session. We discussed the future staff 
needs and the future building needs not only for Barrow but for the whole Arctic Slope. 

We felt his visit was very wotth while. 

The third week of July I visited Anaktuvuk Pass for two dayg. The school is going very 
well. The teacher is a fine Christian lady who is very interested in the spiritual life as 
well as the educational needs of the people. She has offered to teach Sunday School to the 
teenagers, She also has been playing the folding organ at the worship services. On that visit 
avi father and daughter were received as members of the Church on profession of faith, Also, 
the Elder who had been elected last May was given instruction and ordained. The new Blder i, 
Justice Mekiana, the son of our Elder in Charge, Homer Mekiana, The time of instruction 
was very gratifying as I noted a great deepening of his dedication to Christ and sincere 
desire to serve Hin. 

July 26th. I took Fred Hauman to Barter Island to conduct Bible School there. He, along 
with two young ladies of the village did an excellent job. I led two services there with about 
75 at each. Several of the folks who had been going to the Assembly group attended those 
service. The Assembly group is loosing some of its hold and there is some homp of greater 
Christian unity on the island. 

July 29th. Elder Harold Koveolook and I went to Aklavik, Canada, We visited many Eskimos 
there most of whoom have relatives in 4“laska, some of whomfé are members of our church. Three

The purpose of the visit was to introduce the new Eskimo hymnbook and Eskimo Script. 
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August 1st. Harold Kaveolook and I returned from Aklavik, Canada, toward Barter Island. 
Because of fog we only got as far as Herschel I. that day. While waiting for the fog to hift~ 
we visited a lone Eskimo who had been camping on a lagoon near Herschel I. all summer, He 
was an elderly man who had been in Barrow up until 1910. Under Dr. Marsh's ministry he had. 
hecome a Christian then. Since moving to Canada his isolation gave him only limited contact 
With the Anglican and Roman Catholic Churches. Because of this contact he felt he had to be 
baptised in order to be sure of ETERNAL LIFE. I was very pleased with the way Harold, a fuling 
elder at Barter, took the initiative in explaining that his Salvation did not depend on 
Baptism. This conversation lasted about an hour and a half. Harold has an excellent 
understanding of Christian doctrine and has the ability to communicate it to his people which 
is almost as good ¢f as that of Roy Ahmaogak and Samuel Simmonds. Irish, the elderly eskimo, 
seemed very much at peace after this conversation. We all three led in prayer. I decided not 
to proceed with his baptism at that time in order to shom Irish that his Eternal Life did 
not depend on it. Also, I felt that‘his baptism in the Church at Aklavik would have much 
greater meaning as a testimony to His faith in Christ.. 

We went on to Barter I. August 2nd. where I held a service. The next day on the flight 
to Barrow the engine used 15 gals. per hour instead of 10. At Barrow without having the 
engine run gas leaked out of the carburator. Just when I needed Fred Hauman to fix the 
plane he was on Barter Island conducting 4ible School, He went to Fairbanks and then came 
on to Barrow on Wien. That ticket cost $127.00 and has been taken care of locally. Fred 
found a flaw in the float valve seat of the plane carburator. We ordered another from 
Fairbanks and all was well again. 

The llth. of August I used the plane to get three Caribou for our winter meat supply. 

August 16th. I left Barrow with the family to go to Fairbanks.fyd We held a service 
and spent the night at Anaktuvuk Pass, We were glad to learn on that trip that Wien Air 
Line is building a wheel landing strip at Anektuvuk. This strip is right by the village 
and will bea usable the year round. The presence of this strip may make the need of floats 
much less in the future for summer operation. 

We went on to Fairbanks the next day for a week of relaxation. Most of this time was 
spent in the home of John Stokes who wasaway at the time. One night was spent at the 
Harding Lake Presbyterian Camp. It was a very refreshing week. The Sunday of that week 
I peeached at the Gollege Presby. Church. 

We left the Arctic Messenger at Fairbanks to have the floats removed and some other 
minor work done which Fred could not do at Barrow. I flew the plane about 40 hours from 
July 14th. when we put the floats on until August 19th. when we arrived in Fairbanks, 

I made a special effort to complete the float flying early so we could take the plane 
away from salt water. Corosion continues to advance rapidly in the air freme. The 
mechanic feels that we should take all the paint off, treat it and re-paint it. This would 
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. Mr. & Mrs. David Crockett who had been with us for the summeyleft for Loiville Seminary 
September lst. David was of great help with the program and maintenance work. Mrs. Crockett 
has never had much responsibility for house work, She tiered easily and piddled around at , 
What-she did. Her contribution to the house work just about made up for the extra work befause 
of tww more here. Barbara was not able to get any more correspondance taken care of than 
before, If this couple is used again in National Missions work it should be where they have 
the full responsibility. They do not fit in well with others. A number of times one or the 
other would be asked to do something and he did something, else, because they. liked the other 
job better. 
September fey ee rere es Union Theological Seminary in- Richmond, Va., arrived 
here for a year as theological intern. Fred Hauman, the former intern,was still here and 
| spent three days acquainting Stewart with the work. Stewart has fit very well into the 
program. He has exeellent music ability and has started two youth choirs. He will have full 
responsibility for the Westminster Fellowship Youth Group, teach one group of Sunday School 
teachers each Satwuday night, and carry on maintenance works. He has entered enthusiastically 
into the work and will make a fine contribution this year. 
Fred Hauman left Barrow for Hydaberg, Alaska, to become interm pastor there, on September 
6th. We appreciated very much his help for the past year. 
At Anaktuvuk Pass Homer Mekiana, our leading Elder, was having a family problem with 
his wife in early September. She was jealouse of him without any apparent cause. It got. to 
the point where he stopped Sunday School and services. He felt that he could not lead his 
people with such a problem in his own family. To meet this crysis I had Semuel Simmonds go 
to Bettles on Wien Airline and then via Wien to Anaktuvuk Pass, Our mission plane wasin 
Fairbanks so I could not take him in. I could not deal with the problem myself because 
Homer would have to be my interpreter. Samuel's ticket and lodging cost about $95.00.1 
|, am not sure yet how to pay for this. I went to Fairbanks and brought the mission plane to 
| Barrow September 9th. On the way I picked Samuel up at Anaktuvuk. He was able to help 
bring Homer and His wife closer together again. They especially need our prayers at this time. 
Each September we have a Sunday School teachers' dinner to plan the classes and training 
program for the coming year. This year it was held September 20th. with about 32 in gttend— 
ance. We introduced the international lesson material pd¢tésAdA/ which is published by our 
own church. We changed to this material the first Sunday in October. We aleo planned to 
have Sunday School teacher training classes every other week for eight classes, The ~ 
classes will center around the Moody film strips Successful Teaching. Samuel Simmonds will 
lead these classes, | | a 
In order to prepare the mission crawler tractor for fall ice cutting and winter work 
about $150 was spent for repair parts for the hydraulic. system and seats. We also hiered 
a man to build our new sled so |we would have it for ice cutting in Octobers.He was paid from 
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The highlight of the month was the Spiritual Emphasis Week held October 16-23. The 
narrative and statistical report for this series of meetings has been sent in. 

The Mission plane was used to take The Rev, Ed Danks, the speaker for Wainwright, down: 
and Back, It was very refreshing for me to have this time with both Dr. Lloyd Dalbey and 
Mr. Danks. 

I tried to go to Barter Island the first two weeks of October but was unable to do so, 
At first they did not have enough ice on their lagoon to land on. After receiving permission 
to land on wheels on the Barter Island field the weather was too. bad to make. the trip. 
Finally after Spiritual emphasis week was over I was able to start on Thursday, October 27. 
Because of considerable headwind and approaching darkness I only got as far as Helmerick's 
home on the Colville Delta. The next day the weather was too bad to fly. The following day 
I got as far as POW 3 still 100 miles from Barter. I had to stay there from Saturday until 
Tuesday morning. I stayed at Barter until the following Friday. The weather continued bad 
until then so I hitch-hiked a ride back to Barrow on a DEW Line plane. This was NUvember 
Ath, Stewart Bridgman, the theological Intern here, and Samuel Simmonds took charge of the 
Services on Sunday, October 50th. I held a service for the men at POW 3 with six attending 
that day. 

During this trip the need of an Instrument flight rating was impressed upon me. Fog 
and low clouds over the snow and ice caused the delay. If I had an instrument rating I 
could have gone on to Barter after dark the first day. I also could hate gone over the fog 
that delayed me the following Saturday. Therefore, I have decided that the first six weeks 
of our furlough beginning about September lst. 1961 will be spent receiving this training 
and rating.. This will be taken near Los Angeles. 

The Session at its regular meeting invited Presbytery to come to Barrow for its Spring 
Meeting in 1961. This will be the time for Samuel Simmonds ordination to the Christian 
ministry. 

This was the first month for the use of new material in the Sunday School. The International] 
Series of lessons prepared by our own Beerd of Christian Education is what we now use. The 
change has made much more work’ for Samuel and Stewart who- teach the Saturday night classes, 
However, these lessons require more discussion and pbanning on the part of the teachers and 
is going to help them much more in their own growth as well as improve the calabar of 
lessons in the classes, 

The Trustees felt that we needed new outside toilets. Several of them desigamd one 
much more suited to our needs than: the old ones which were falling apart. W_ used the 
limited materials from this years maintenance order and scraps around. It has been almost 
completed by volunteer labout.

November ist. my parents, Mr. & Mrs. George Chambers, arrived in Barrow for a two 
month long visit. They came especially to be of help at the time of the arrival of our 
third child which was due November 18th. Mrs. Chambers took over most of the house work 
from my wife giving her more time to catch-up on mission correspondance, With so many 
packages and letters from friends of the mission this has been of great help. So far 
Barbara has been able to keep up with it. Last year she got so far behind that it took until 
Aprial lst. to catch up. Mr. Chambers has been doing ang endless number of odd jobs:: painting 
tanks, chairs, helping with the book-work, etc. We will really‘ miss them when they leave 
December 29th. 

The trip was made possible by my brothers and myself who took care of fppht/ most. of 
the expenses, 

The new addition to our family arrived December lst. - Lois May Ahlaak, 

Samuel Simmonds, Elder Thomas Brower, and myself attended the joint meeting of the 
Yukon and 4laska Presbyteries at Anchorage. The Yukon Presbytery accepted the invitation of 
the Session of the Utkeagvik Presby. Church to hold its April 1961 meeting in Barrow, 

The Presbytery also compheted the examination of Samuel Simmonds for Ordination and will 
hold this service during the April meeting at Barrow. 

Many gifts have been arriving to be given out at Christmas time. Chaplain Bill Boyd 

of Eileson Air Force Base arranged for the gifts from the Officers' Wives Club to be brought 
here this year. He and a photographer came along on a c-47 plane to bring these gifts up 
November 30th. Some of these have been sent to Anaktuvuk Pass for distribution there. Some 
will go to Barter Island and others will be used here. Pictures will be taken when the 
Deacons prepare the gifts for each class and when they are given out in Sunday School on 
December 25th. These pictures will be added to others taken at Eileson this Christmas by 
a Presbyterian Life staff member and be used to show the work of our Presbyterian Chaplains 
at Christmas time next year. 

The Thanksgiving Feast was very fine time of fellowship for the people as it always is. 
This year there was much more "muktuk" than there has been for a long while. This was beceuse 
14 whales had been caught last spring. No-whales had been caught since 1956 so the supply had 
been greatly depleated until this year, . : 
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During the months of November and December many gifts arrived from supporting churchgs 
and other interested groups for our Sunday School. Some of these were sent to Barter Island 
and others to “naktuvuk Pass for their Christmas. Even at this we had many more gifts this 
year than last. 

Last year each Sunday School teacher wrapped the gifts for his own class, At that time 
there were some complaints that some classes received much nicer things than others. This 
year we asked the deacons to prepare the boxes for each class, Five ladies and one man of the 
deacons met on three different evenings to wrap about 650-giftss one for every member enrodled 
in the Sunday School pbus several extras for visitors. 

Along with these gifts a bag with candy, nuts, and popcorn was prepared and given to each 
of these. My father popped about 3/4th bushel of corn which amounted to about 325 quarts when 
it was done. He also divided the candy and nuts into the bags with the popcorn and stapled 
them shut. All of these things made this a very happy Christmas for all of us at Barrow. 

Through these things we were especially reminded of the unity in Christ which we have 
with all of these who help in the work here, Our hearts were filled with gratitude and thanks 
to all these people and our common Lord for their goodness to us this year. 

A uneque Christmas Program was given by the Geneva Fellowship centering around the 
theme: God's Faithful People at the first Christmas and Today. The program began with God's 
voice giving His promise to Abraham, Then a scene was given with Jacob blessing his son - 
Judah and giving his prophesy - Genesis 49, Otherf prophets gave their words about the coming 
Messiah. Because of the words of God through His prophets faithful people were looking for 
Christ to come when He appeared that first Christmas. A few of these faithful people gather 
outside Bethlehem and hear the rejoicing of the shepherds as they return from seeing the 
Christ child. These faithful also go to wee Him/ at the manger scene. Another scene shows 
Simeon greeting Mary and Joseph and giving his prophesy about the Death of Jesus. After this 
five slides were shown: Fleeing into Egypt, Healing a Blind man, Standing before the Cross, 
The Empty Tomb,’ and:Christ's Ascension. The Narrator's conclusion centered around the fact 
that Christians today are to be as faithful in serving Christ and looking for His Coming again 
as were those Faithful at the First Christmas. The program was well done and very much 
appreciated by the people. : 

Since November lst. we have been buying our electrisity from the Meade River Coal Mineé 
rather than the Hospital. The cost went from $08 per K.W. to $.14. Since hooking to this line 
our electric power supply has been very undependable. During these two months the power went 
off seven of the eight Sundays during Sunday School or one of the services. Once recently 
the power was off from Tuesday morning until Friday evening. We have come to the conclusinn 
that we must generate our own electrisity for at least the next year, perhapsf tww until the 
vialage council awards a franchise for a single producer and this producer sets up a reliable 
generating system. We are now working with the Property Department on this problem.

It is encouraging to see many people making a step forward in their 
Christian life since the New Year begins.

Besides my existing responsibilities I am starting this month another 


teachers trainning class every other thursday, which is open to all Sunday school 
teachers, and to all who wish to learn how to teach.

I Council with about eight persons who came to me for advice concerning their 
christain living, and mostly of their confussion which were caused by the testimonies 
of the Assembly of God people, who said things against our church ; to the best of 
my knowledge I would council with those who came to me, and again it is a wonderful 
experiance to see them go happy. 


Made thirteen visitationson varioas homes, my purpose, to encourage and pray 
with each family. 


On sunday 21st of February again I was given the opportunity to preach in the 
evening service, at the end of my chalk drawing message six young men and women came 
forward to rededicate their lives to the Lord. 


Since I am also a member of the council (Barrow village) I attend about four 
meetings this month; one good result from these meetings Alaska Air Command released 
badly needed fuel oil for the villagers through the village council. 


Fred Haumans arrival jStudent intern) make things easier for us, since he 
participate in various duties of our church. 
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Started adult communicant class this month, but the attendance was cut short 
when the National Gaurd left for encampment to Jfpf¢dd Ancorage, Alaska. 


Cpecial teachers trainning continues, we have three meetings this month. It is 


encouraging on my part to see these teachers interested on our lessons as I conduct 
the trainning sessions. 


Made fifteen home visitationsto our church members for a friendly chat, and 
and to pray with each family. 


Since Rev.John R.Chambers was not able to be back from his trip to Barter 
Island I lead the evening service on the first sunday of the month, one person 
came forward at this time rededicating her life to the Lord. 
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Special Sunday School teachers trainning which I started in January was 
completed this month, there were eight lessons in all. I also go through the last 
two lessons with the Adult communicant class, which we have started last month. The 
three adult pupils join our chrch on good Friday service along with many other teen- 
agers who have studied under Rev. John R. Chambers. 


Call on twenty five homes, of which are mostly friendly visits, and also 
continue my weekly hospital visitations. 


For Easter Sunday service I was asked by the session and our Pastor to give 
a chalk talk message, of which I did on the evening service on Easter Sunday; my purpose, 
to make clear to many of our people, the meaning of Easter. 


After three years of unsuccesful whaling, the whalers of Barrow caught a 
whale soon after the arrival of Dr. Arthur Miller and Dr@ J. Earl Jackman; there stay 
here was at the middle of exitement. 


On the fourth week of the month I went to Fairbanks to attend the spring 
meeting of Yukon Presbytery, along with Rev. John R. Chambers and Rev. Roy Ahmaogak. 
Toward the possibility of my being ordained as a minister of the Gospel in the future 
I was breifly examinedand braught under care of Presbytery. 


On last wednesday of this month Rev. John R. Chambers took me and my wife 
Hester, and also Alice Hopson, so we could hold one week of Bible school there. Since 
most part of Bible school was held in first part of May the results will be reported 
then. 
I now realize that in the past I have failed to includeon my reports, my 
' two charming daughters who were also youngest in my family. Clarice who is now two 
| years old was born in April 16, 1958 and Wanda who was born in May 27,1959. 
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Again I have no excuse but to write this routine monthly habit. As I have 
said on my previous report that I was to give the results of the bible schoolat 
Anaktuvak Pass I am now so doing. From ages five to twelve years the children were ta- 
ught by Alice Hopson and Hester simmonds, the attendance each day for one week 18 child- 
ren, the interest of these children was obvious, no single abmentees for a whole week. 
Due to dayly activities and hunting of the adults I held each day of Bible school in 
the evenings.combineing adults and children. Pews of thier little Chapel are filled 
each evening, many sitting on the floor. I taught them with the aid of blackboard and 
chalk. It is a very thrilling and encourageing thing on my part to see thier interest 
as I illustrate the meaning of salvation and the love of God. Father and daughter and 
also another young man made thier desision to join the church. 


Youth camp which we have looked forward to for some time finnally started 
this month, under the leadership of our Pastor,Rev. John Ro Champers. Meade River 
Coal Mine, Operator who have volunteered to take the young people to Meade River, was 
not able to depart at the appointed date, due to tractor difficulty. And we were forced 
to use our little tractor to take the campers out, to a place which is more than seventy 
miles out of Barrow. We left sunday evening after servise. After eighteen hours travel 
just seven miles out of Meade River camp, we run into flooded Nigisaktogvik river, and 
John Champers had to fly us all in, which were more than thirty people .After Wainwright 
folks were flown in by John Chambers we started youth meetings tuesday May 31. 
John Battholomew and Roy Ahmaogak teaching the older students, Fred Hauman and me teaching 
the younger. Every one of us enjoy this youth camp which is the first of its kind here. 
We aso have fhur women volunteer cooks.. After completeing the second day activities 
Roy Ahmaogak and I take a walk along with other students, and about a half a mile from 
camp I was accidently shot in the leg by a boy who was hunting ducks (not a member of 
the youth campers) The boy must have mistaken me and Roy as one of the empty drums or 
something, because there were many such things in the atea. I try) to warn him but was too 
late, the boy hit his target and his bullet’ glansed right through my left thigh. 
I try myibest to cheer my fellow campers that all is well and I'll be alright, but they 
seem to be in much of a shock like I was. John few me to Barrow, and after three days 
in the hospital I am now home, still limping. But all the time I am glad that this did 
not happen to any of our fellow campers, even though I have to suffer a bit myself.

But on the third week I make four 
calls, this was on individuals of whom I feel needed help and encouragment in thier 
Christsin life. I was also called to council with two families who have had trobles 
in their family life. 


On the fourth week I was away from home attending Synod meeting at Spokane Wash. 
After I got home from the synod meeting I lead the Bible schoolZ teachers trainning 
for one week each day. Bible school to be held first two weeks of July.

The attendanee of Bible School are reported by Rev. John Chambers, 
Everyone of us have a wonderful time during these two weeks.

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For the most part of August I was away from Barrow having my vacation. And I 
came back for work on the 20th of the month. While I was away the Elders took over 
the early morning services. And the young Polar Gross Bearers were lead by 

David Crocket (student Assistant) The Geneva Fellowship run their own meetings. 
The sunday school teachers who have done their best to canduct their discussions 


were happy to see me back again. 
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First week of September I went to Anaktuvak Pass in response to Homer 
Mekeana's request, (the Elder and leader of Anaktuvak Pass) The purpose of his request 
was that I come and help him and his wife from the problem of jealousy that his wife 
had against him, and cause him to discontinue his Sunday school leadership work. 

I get to-gether with them along with the other Elders, and I thank God that the outcome 
of the meeting was real good. I get to talk and pray with the other families also, and 


hold a special service with all the people in their Chapel. 


I am again happy when young couple reconcile (after thezr weeks of separation)0O 


of whom I talk and prayed with indivitaaly as I make my calls and visitation in 
various homes, 
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First week of the month I spend most of my time on maintenace work, such as 

preparation for ice cutting, and the actyal ice cutting for our years supply. 

During Spiritual Emphasis week which was held on the third,week of the month 

I anterpreted our special speakers (Dr. Lloyd Dalby) messages each night. His messages 
were not only challenging and inspiring to each christian, but cause many others 
to rededicate their lives to the Lord publicly.
